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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to the Election filed on 3/24/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the phone cell unit connectable to phone cell using a 
standard connector". This limitation is not disclosed in the Specification of the instant 
application. As illustrated in figure 1, the limitation is suggested to be changed to - the phone 
cell unit connectable to said modem unit using a standard connector--. 

Claims, depended on the above claim, are therefore also rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gradeler 
(5,701,515). 
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-Regarding to claim 1, see figures 4-8, and col 4, line 49 to col. 5, line 67, Gradeler 
discloses a system (see figure 5) comprising: 

modem unit (50) having a predetermined form factor of physical shape, electrical 
connections and functions, the modem unit having a standardized connector (59) and adapted to 
provide a connection to a cellular network (see col. 4, lines 50-53 and col 5, lines 15-19); and 

a phone shell unit (60) connectable to the modem unit including a speaker and a 
microphone, the phone shell unit connectable to phone shell using a standardized connector, the 
phone shell unit not having a cellular transceiver but adapted to use a cellular transceiver in the 
modem unit (see and col. 5, lines 15-22); 

wherein the modem unit is removable from the phone shell and adapted to be connected 
to another unit (80) for data transfer. 

-Regarding to claims 2 and 3, Gradeler discloses that the another unit is a personal digital 
assistant computer device for personal fax, data and voice applications (see col. 5, lines 36-44). 

-Regarding to claim 4, Gradeler discloses that the phone shell unit is connectable to a 
modem unit of a second type connection to provide a second type of cellular connection (58) 
(see figures 4 and 8). 

-Regarding to claim 5, Gradeler discloses that the modem unit includes a data control 
status line (e.g., "Switch Contr 174" of (136) (see figure 10, col. 5, lines 48-58), or "TxD, 
RxD" of (138) (see col. 5, line 65 to col. 7, line 2), etc.). 

-Regarding to claim 6, Gradeler discloses that the modem unit includes a microphone 
port (Audio In) and a speaker port (Audio Out) (see figure 10). 

-Regarding to claim 7, Gradeler discloses that the phone shell includes a keypad (66) and 
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display (64) (see figure 5). 

-Regarding to claim 8, Gradeler discloses that the modem unit has standardized data and 
voice connections in the connector (see col. 4, lines 50-57 and col. 6, lines 36-43).
